Applicant's election without traverse of Group I Claims 1-12 in Paper No. 7 is 


acknowledged. It is also acknowledged that Claims 13-36 have been cancelled. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 


The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Grombrich et 
al.(U.S,Pat. 6,081, 740). Grombrich discloses an Imaging diseased tissue using autofluorescence 
that shows all the features of the claimed invention. 

The applied reference has common inventors with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Claims 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as being unpatentable 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grombrich in view of Tanaka "Compound Parabolic Concentrator Probe for efficient Light 
Collection in Spectroscopy of Biological Tissue". Grombrich does not show a filled or unfilled 
light collector that is either a parabolic or elliptical collector. 

Tanaka shows explicitly a compound parabolic collector used in the spectroscopy of 
biological tissue. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time of the claimed 
invention to use a parabolic compound collector as taught by Tananka because ethe parabolis 
compound collector can transform light from one angular distribution to another. 

Claims 4-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Grombrich in 
view of Mayshack et al.(U.S.Pat.6,5 13,962), Grombrich does not explicitly show variable axial 
ratios derived be relating the length to the diameter of an optical path. Mayshack discloses an 
illuminating system adapted for surgical lighting that shows that the aperture between adjacent 
optical components can be adjusted to any value and thereby adjust the axial ratio as well. It 
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would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to adjust the axial ratio to any given 
vaue between components so as to control the intensity of light incident on and reflected at the 
boundary. 


The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. DeBaryshe, Modell, Pogue, and Deckert are cited to show structure similar to the 
claimed invention.
